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PITTSBURGH  CIVIL  WAR  SCRIP: 
The  Shlnplaster  Prosecution  of  1862

The  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  had  effects  far  beyond  the  battlefields.  Financing  the  war  placed 
tremendous  strain  on  the  nation’s  financial  system.  Inflation  began  to  erode  the  value  of  money.  The 
value  of  precious  metals  rose  accordingly,  and  soon  the  intrinsic  value  of  silver  and  gold  coins  was  more 
than  their  face  value.  This  event  soon  forced  coins  from  circulation.  As  one  poetic  reporter  described  it: 

Our  beautiful  silver  currency  is  vanishing  from  the  channels  of  business  almost  as  rapidly  as  though  the 
eagles  on  the  halves  and  quarters  had  spread  their  wings  and  flown  away,  and  the  pretty  women  on  the 
dimes  and  half  dimes  had  all  eloped  with  some  ■secesh"  Lothario.  Everywhere  the  complaint  is  heard  of  a 
scarcity  of  change,  and  those  who  have  any  take  alarm  and  hoard  it,  making  a bad  matter  rapidly  worse.1 

The  shortage  was  felt  in  Pittsburgh  as  well.  The  Pittsburgh  Daily  Dispatch  pleaded  that  "it  is  out  of  the 
question  for  newspaper  carriers  to  change  bank  notes  in  cases  where  but  small  sums  are  due  him. 
Subscribers  should  be  willing  to  pay  the  carrier  in  advance  or  provide  themselves  with  the  exact  amount 
due  him."2 

Many  merchants  resorted  to  issuing  small  denomination  notes3  to  fill  the  void  left  by  the  vanished 
coinage,  despite  the  fact  that  most  states  and  municipalities  had  laws  against  the  practice.  Apparently 
these  laws  were  rarely  enforced,  due  to  the  magnitude  of  the  situation.  Soon  a flood  of  shinplasters 
entered  circulation  across  the  country. 

Merchants  often  deposited  at  local  banks  sums  equal  to  the  amount  of  their  scrip  issue.  This  didn’t 
make  the  issuance  of  scrip  any  less  illegal,  but  it  did  help  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  any  impropriety. 
Sometimes  groups  of  merchants  issued  scrip  jointly.  This  enabled  wider  circulation,  and  lent  still  more

3Such  notes  are  known  as  scrip  or  -shinplasters',  a term  dating  to  the  American  Revolution,  when  worthless  paper  money  was 
sometimes  used  to  dress  wounds 
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respectability  to  the  issue.  In  Pittsburgh's  sister  city  of  Allegheny,4  a group  of  butchers  banded  together 
for  just  such  a purpose. 

"SHINPLASTERS"  - The  butchers  of  Allegheny  City  have  formed  themselves  into  an  association  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a substitute  for  silver  change  by  an  issue  of  "shinplasters"  to  the  amount  of  $1,000 
(protected  by  a deposit  of  that  amount  in  one  of  the  banks)  redeemable  on  presentation  in  sums  of  one 
dollar  and  upwards.  The  notes  will  be  supplied  to  members  by  the  Treasurer,  they  paying  a premium  of  2 
per  cent,  to  meet  expenses  of  printing  &c.  The  denomination  of  the  "coin"  will  be  twenty-five  cents.5 

On  the  same  summer  morning  that  the  Butchers  were  introducing  their  scrip,  a meeting  of  merchants 
was  called 

...  to  take  some  action  upon  the  scarcity  of  small  change,  and,  if  possible,  adopt  some  measures  which 
will  prevent  the  issue  or  circulation  of  "shinplasters."  There  is  much  interest  manifested,  and  the 
attendance  promises  to  be  large.  We  hope  the  action  of  the  meeting  may  be  beneficial  to  the  whole 
community.6 

One  proposal  put  before  the  merchants  called  for  specie  to  change  hands  at  its  intrinsic,  rather  than 
face  value.  Dr.  E.  D.  Gazzam  proposed 

That  the  true  policy  of  the  people  is  that  specie  should  be  received  at  its  market  value  and  paper  money 
at  its  market  value,  in  all  business  transactions;  and  as  silver  money  is  now  worth  ten  per  cent  more  than 
paper  money,  five  cent  pieces  shall  pass  for  6 cents,  dimes  for  1 1 cents,  twenty-five  cent  pieces  for  30 
cents,  and  half  dollars  for  55  cents.7 

After  much  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  irregular  amounts  involved  would  be  too  cumbersome. 
The  resolution  was  tabled,  and  replaced  with  a motion  authored  by  a Mr.  Cosgrove: 

Resolved,  That  this  meeting,  representing  the  wishes  of  the  mercantile  and  manufacturing  interests  of 
Pittsburgh,  declare  it  impolitic  and  inexpedient  to  countenance  the  issue  or  circulation  of  any  description  of 
paper,  in  the  semblance  of  money,  in  any  amounts  less  than  one  dollar...8 

Public  opinion  was  rising  against  shinplaste*  issues,  and  soon  the  matter  was  tested  in  court.  As 
reported  in  the  Pittsburg  Daily  Dispatch,  an  individual  came  forth  to  enter  a suit  against  the  Allegheny 
Butchers: 

SHINPLASTER  CURRENCY  - A Suit  Instituted  - On  Tuesday  morning  the  Butchers  in  the  Allegheny 
Market  commenced  to  pay  out  notes  of  the  denomination  of  twenty-five  cents.  One  of  them  came  into  the 
hands  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Ward,  of  the  firm  of  White,  Orr  & Co.,  who  immediately  instituted  a suit  before  Alderman 
Kincaid,  against  Mr.  Richard  Danver,  by  whom  the  note  was  endorsed.  The  following  is  the  information:

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City  of  Pittsburg:  Before  me  as  Alderman,  in  and  for  the  said  dty,  appeared  Wm.  W.  Ward,  who  being 
duly  sworn,  saith  that  on  the  14th  day  of  July,  1862  at  the  county  of  Allegheny  in  the  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  there  was  issued  and  put  in  circulation  by  Richard  Danver,  a paper  or  check  to  circulate  as 
currency  under  the  denomination  of  five  dollars,  to  wit:  the  check  now  here  exhibited,  for  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents,  contrary  to  the  act  of  Assembly  of  said  Commonwealth  made  and  provided  Wm 
W.  Ward. 

The  check  on  which  the  suit  is  instituted  is  inscribed  "The  Butchers  of  Allegheny  will  pay  to  bearer 
Twenty-five  cents  in  Merchandise,  and  charge  R.  Danver."  it  was  dated  July  14th,  1862,  and  numbered 


In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  Mr.  Danver  from  the  city,  a hearing  of  the  case  could  not  be  had.  Mr. 
Ward,  the  prosecutor,  is  determined  to  push  the  matter  and  to  enter  suit  upon  every  note  or  check,  which 
comes  into  his  hands  if  they  are  not  withdrawn  from  circulation.9 

White,  Orr  & Co.  dealt  in  dry  goods  at  No.  25  Fifth  St.,  Pittsburgh.  Undoubtably,  the  business  stood  to 
be  swamped  with  scrip  should  it  come  into  widespread  use  in  the  city. 

While  sympathetic  to  the  Butchers’  dilemma,  the  Dispatch  editorialized  against  the  use  of  shinplasters, 
calling  for  other  solutions  to  the  problem. 


The  law  is  most  emphatic  against  the  issue  of  these  or  any  other  kind  of  shinplasters,  as  it  is  against  ... 
passing  small  notes  issued  by  banks  in  other  States,  and  bank  suspensions  - all  of  which  are  over-ridden  at 
times.  But  small  dealers  feel  the  absolute  necessity  of  having  a substitute  for  small  coin.  They  are  already 
issued  in  the  East  and  West,  and  will  be  here.  The  meeting  the  other  day,  however,  decided  that  their 
emission  was  not  politic  or  necessary,  thus  preventing  their  issue  upon  anything  like  a systematic  basis, 
and  we  fear  that  the  result  will  be  that  plenty  of  individuals  will  be  found  who  will  brave  the  penalties  of  the 
law,  and  we  will  indeed  be  flooded  with  a lot  of  ugly,  irredeemable  and  irresponsible  trash  called  "money." 

It  is  an  unpleasant  state  of  affairs,  but  the  difficulty  had  better  be  looked  squarely  in  the  face.10 

Another  article  that  same  day  related  an  amusing  story  that  illustrated  the  principle  behind  Dr. 
Gazzam’s  original  proposal: 

THE  ABSORBING  QUESTION  - Thinking,  and  very  sensibly,  that  where  a ten  per  cent,  shave  on  a dollar 
bill  is  demanded,  on  the  same  principle  a premium  of  ten  per  cent,  ought  to  be  paid  for  silver,  a shrewd 
housekeeper  went  to  a bakery  yesterday  to  test  the  matter.  On  offering  a dollar  in  paper  to  the 
storekeeper,  in  payment  for  a quantity  of  bread,  she  was  informed  that  the  discount  would  be  ten  per  cent. 
"Well,"  said  the  lady,  "will  you  give  me  a dollar’s  worth  of  bread  for  ninety  cents  in  silver?"  "Oh,  no,  ma’am, 

I can’t  do  that,"  answered  the  baker,  ft  would  be  wise,  we  think,  for  parlies  to  pay  the  premium  on  paper, 
and  demand  its  deduction  on  specie.  This  policy  would  soon  make  change  plenty  again,  for  the  incentive  to 
hoard  would  be  removed,  as  no  profit  would  accrue.  This  speculation  will  soon  subside,  and  no  one  need 
be  alarmed.11 

A similar  proposal  touched  off  a heated  debate  in  the  New  York  papers  only  days  before,  where 
Horace  Greeley’s  Tribune  squared  off  against  the  Times.12

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Back  in  Pittsburgh,  Mr.  Richard  Danver  appeared  before  Alderman  Kincaid  and  entered  bail  of  $1000., 
for  his  appearance  at  the  next  court  session.13  Danver  and  his  Butcher’s  association  had  at  least  two 
friends,  in  Henry  and  George  Raynor.  H & G Raynor  were  merchants  at  No.  156  Beaver  St.,  Allegheny 
City.  They  published  an  ad  noting  that  they  would  recieve  the  Butchers'  scrip  "at  cash  prices  tor  anything 
in  their  line  of  Groceries  or  Bread."14 

The  author  has  found  no  record  of  the  outcome  of  Danver's  hearing,  but  the  Butchers'  notes  were  soon 
withdrawn.  As  announced  in  the  July  29th  Dispatch: 

BUTCHERS  ORDERS  - Notice  is  hereby  given  to  those  holding  Butchers  Orders  or  Checks,  that  the 
circulation  of  them  will  be  discontinued  on  the  first  day  of  August  next.  Persons  having  them  are  requested 
to  call  at  the  Drug  Store  of  W.  A.  Reed,  Diamond,  Allegheny,  where  they  will  be  redeemed  in  par  funds, 
when  the  sum  of  one  dollar  is  presented.  Others  holding  smaller  sums  than  one  dollar  will  call  on  any  of 
the  Butchers  in  Allegheny  market,  who  will  take  them  in  payment  for  meat.  R.  DANVER.15

The  Allegheny  Butcher  scrip  circulated  only  the  last  two  weeks  of  July,  1862.  The  only  example  the 
author  has  seen  is  the  plate  note  in  Richard  Hoober’s  Pennsylvania  Obsolete  Notes  and  Scrip.16  See 
figure  1 . 

The  Shinplaster  Prosecution  of  1862  helps  explain  why  there  are  so  few  known  Civil  War  era  scrip 
notes  from  Pittsburgh.  Scrip  was  issued  in  large  quantities  elsewhere  in  the  country,  including  many 
Pennsylvania  towns.  But  due  to  strong  public  opinion,  shinplaster  laws  were  strictly  enforced  in  the 
Pittsburgh  area.

National  Coin  Week  will  be  celebrated  in  1986 
during  the  week  of  April  20-26  with  the  theme 
"Coin  Collecting  - Family  Fun."  This  annual 
event  is  sponsored  during  the  third  full  Meek 
of  April  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
and  educational,  non-profit  organization  which 
exists  to  promote  numismatics  and  the  hobby 
of  coin  collecting. 

The  purpose  of  National  Coin  Week  is  to  give 
collectors  an  opportunity  to  share  the  fun 
and  excitement  of  their  hobby  with  the  general 
public.  This  year's  theme  is  a reminder  that 
coin  collecting  is  an  activity  which  can  be 
enjoyed  by  young  and  old,  an  activity  in  which 
the  whole  family  can  participate. 

NCW  activities  can  be  varied  and  extensive. 
Individuals  as  well  as  coin  clubs  can  plan 
events  in  their  communities  which  provide  informa- 
tion and  stimulate  interest  in  the  hobby. 
Many  clubs  plan  coin  shows  inviting  coin  dealers 
from  the  area  to  set  up  a table  and  inviting 

club  members  to  exhibit  their  collections. 

Coin  clinics  are  a good  way  to  create  inter- 

est and  provide  a service.  A club  or  even 
an  individual  can  set  up  a table  or  booth  at 

a local  shopping  area,  public  library  or  bank 
and  answer  guestions  or  identify  coins  and 
other  numismatic  items  brought  by  the  public. 
Exhibits  can  be  placed  in  libraries,  banks, 

or  other  public  buildings.  An  obvious  exhibit 
theme  this  year  is  the  family  on  coins  of  which 
there  are  numerous  examples. 

Helping  the  Boy  Scouts  put  on  a coin  collecting 
merit  badge  clinic  is  a service  crovidec  -.nnuaiiy 
by  at  least  one  cIud  which  attracts  a large 

number  of  participants  and  increases  awareness 
of  the  hobby.  Of  course,  individual  collectors 
can  give  talks  to  local  civic  groups  and  school 
classes,  too. 

Clubs  and  individuals  interested  in  participating 
in  National  Coin  Week  may  write  to  ANA  for 

a packet  of  information  to  help  them  in  their 
efforts.  Included  in  the  packets  are  Guidelines, 
Final  Report  forms,  a Proclamation  form,  pin 
back  buttons,  stickers,  ANA  promotional  material 
on  Membership,  the  Medal  forms  and  posters. 

The  posters  this  year  have  been  redesigned 
to  give  participants  room  to  write  in  their 
local  events. 

ANA  members  who  participate  in  NCW  by  exhibiting, 
writing  a published  article,  giving  a talk, 
or  signing  up  a new  ANA  member  are  eligible 

to  receive  a NCW  Participation  Medal.
